Jerry Lawler is such a man, and the

HE HUMAN BODY can with- 

stand just a certain amount of 
punishment before the reflexes refuse 
to obey the brain’s signals. At that 
moment, a professional athlete’s 
career is over. His opponents usually 
discover this before the athlete does; if 
the man is lucky, he will survive to 
realize the truth himself. 

Most professional wrestlers are 
understandably cautious about their 
bodies; even the most savage grappler 
will spend years perfecting defenses to 
protect himself. The future effects of a 
beating will be far worse than any 
immediate agony. 

There are a few reckless wrestlers 
who battle for the moment with no 
regard for their future. They wrestle as 
if each match was their last. They take 
crazy chances even in relatively 
unimportant matches. They glory in 
an existence more violent than any 
other professional athlete dares to 
endure. The price they pay for this 
wrestling method is indeed very high. 

One of the most reckless of all 
wrestlers is Jerry Lawler. Driven by 


some need no one has yet been able to 
define, Lawler pushes himself 
heedlessly toward his violent end. 
Even the men who most hate Lawler 
are awed by his total disregard for self- 
preservation. 

Perhaps one reason Lawler is so 
violent an athlete is he enjoys the 
reactions his violence brings from 
other wrestlers. His eyes glisten with 
delight as he confounds opponents 
with needJessly dangerous maneuvers. 

It cannot be denied Jerry is aware of 
the risks ‘he takes. He even enjoys 
discussing his dangerously 
unorthodox techniques. 

“As I can figure it,” Lawler says 
casually, “you have only so many years. 
in this business to begin with. What do 
a few years more or less mean. 
Anyway, I’m so good, so skilled, I 
don’t even have to worry about most of 
the clowns I face. They couldn't 
hurt me with an elephant gun! 

“The few guys I face who could 
actually make a match of it are at a 
disadvantage before I even enter the

believe. 

There remain many people who 
wonder how long Rhodes will remaina 
fan favorite. They see his tactics 
haven't changed appreciably since his 
savage days; only his opponents have 
changed. It would take very little effort 
for Dusty to return to his old ways. 

Many of Dusty’s fans willignore any 
thought of him reverting to his hell- 
raising days. But those with long 
memories—those who have been 
betrayed by other wrestlers—can’t 
shake this all-consuming fear. And the 
fear seems to be spreading. 

The ones fearing Dusty the most are 
explaining to the others why Dusty 
can’t be trusted. Some are met with 
anger, some with derision, but still 
others have found sympathetic 
audiences. Lately when Dusty has 
been wrestling, there has been a barely 
perceptible undercurrent of suspicion. 
Rhodes realizes he must end this 
suspicion or else he will succumb to it. 

Therefore, Dusty requested we print 
an interview with him. He talked for 
more than three hours, something not 
all that unusual for Dusty. However 
for much of the time he was deadly 
serious, very unusual for Rhodes. The 
evangelist in Dusty, the need to lead a 
movement, demanded he take this asa 
life-or-death matter. 

At first, Dusty made the usual pro- 
nouncements for which he’s famous. 
“I'm the American Dream,” “The 
people’s champion,” “One title for my 
friends,” peppered his ‘conversation. 
He needed the familiar phrases to 
reassure him. He would soon be saying 
things never revealed publicly before. 

“lve heard the rumors,” Dusty 
declared in his familiar chant, “the lies, 
the slanders, and the stupidities. 
People say I won't always represent my 
fans; that I’m not trying to win the title 
for them. They say I'll betray my new 
friends like I betrayed my despised 
‘friends’ many years ago. 

“First of all, those men deserved to 
be betrayed—and every fan agrees 
with me. They were bad people, 
cheaters and worse; they were men 
who insulted the sport and hated the 
fans. I was young, ambitious, and 
wrong. I thought those guys, the rule- 
breakers, would show mea shortcut to 
the title. All they did was make me 
embarrassed to be a wrestler.

Bia spend a few years work- 
ing his way up through the ranks 
before he even has a chance of winning 
any kind of title. Almost every veteran 
wrestler will tell you this. And upon 
entering the sport professionally, most 
young rookies are told they have a 
long, hard road ahead on their way to 
champion status. 

But if you say something like that to 
Bob Backlund, who is still a rookie, he 
might just laugh in your face. 

It isn’t that Backlund is rude—he 
always conducts himself like a gentle- 
man—it’s just Bob is a rookie who 
holds a very impressive title. Recently 
the young grappler surprised the entire 
wrestling community by winning the 
Missouri state championship from 
Harley Race, a veteran wrestler who 
once held the NWA world champion- 
ship title. This feat is quite an accom- 
plishment for the still young back- 
lund. 

Ever since he made his professional 
debut, Bob Backlund has been genera- 
ting excitement among wrestling fans 
whereas he goes. Spectators cheer 
loudly every time he walks into an 
arena. Many veterans have begun to 
fear the young man, feeling they will 
go down to certain defeat if they are 
matched against him. 

Because of his growing popular- 
ity—coupled with the growing list of 
opponents he has defeated—Backlund 
was given at shot at Race’s Missouri

state title. Harley did not believe the 
young rookie even had a remote 
chance of winning. He was proven to 
be entirely incorrect. 

The night Bob won the title from 
Race, the fans went wild. They knew 
Bob could doit. And no one was more 
surprised than Harley Race. Here he 
was, a man who had won the NWA 
title from Dory Funk Jr. To be 
defeated by a mere rookie was almost 
disgraceful to Harley. However, there 
really is no shame in being beaten by a 
wrestler as good as Bob Backlund. 

Of course, someone had to tell 
Roger Kirby the same thing. Soon 
after Bob had won the title from Race, 
he placed it on the line against Kirby. 
And Roger, like Harley Race, thought 
he would win easily over the young 
rookie. 

But that match solidly proved Bob 
Backlund had not won his title by a 
fluke of luck. Against Kirby, Bob dis- 
played a remarkable show of talent 
and ability. And Roger Kirby is notan 
opponent to be taken lightly. 

One wrestling observer who wit- 
nessed the clash between, Backlund 
and Kirby, Charles Granata, described 
it like this: “I really was impressed by

Bob Backlund. From the beginning of 
the match it was obvious he was going 
to beat Kirby. 

“There: were a few moments when 
Roger Kirby had control over Back- 
lund. But Bob was able to recover from 
any maneuvers Kirby may have tried 
on him. It was remarkable!” 

“Bob Backlund is really good. 
There’s no telling where he can go from 
here. After all, he is Missouri state 
champion. The next logical step is for 
him to have a shot at the world title. 
Now that is something I would really 
like to see.” 

The speculation Granata made 
about a world championship for Bob is 
echoed by several other fans. It is 
extremely difficult for any rookie to 
have a chance at that kind of title. But 
in Bob Backlund’s case, things ey be 
different. 

Since he now holds the Missouri 
title, he is in an excellent position to be 
a challenger for a title. State 
championships mean quite a bit in the 
world title sweepstakes, The question 
is, will Bob be allowed a shot at the 
title, thus skipping the usual years of 
waiting for such a chance? Could Bob 
be catapulted to instant fame because

And many wrestling 
fans enthusiastically support the idea 
of Bob Backlund as a world champion. 
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But there are many others in the 
sport who would violently disagree. 
While they will acknowledge Back- 
lund’s talents, they feel he should wait, 
take time to develop his talents, and 
come back in a few years to havea shot 
at the world title. To these people, 
Bob’s remarkable talents and amazing 
abilities do not count in terms of 
championship chances. They seem to

HE LINES OF strain etched on 

Jack Brisco’s face betrayed his 
tension, In a few minutes, he would 
be entering the arena to face Dory 
Funk Jr; at stake would be Jack’s 
NWA title. Despite their many 
classic confrontations, neither man 
could claim superiority over the 
other. 

Perhaps no other man could 
understand the special difficulties a 
champion faces better than Dory, a 
man who once enjoyed a long reign 
as NWA champion. Jack knows 
Funk could understand his every 
need and desire; Brisco does not 
know what the hunger of a former 
champion can do to a man. The 
drives and passions of Funk were a 
mystery to Brisco. 

“Funk knows what | have to do,” 
Jack admitted before the match, 
“because he’s done the same 
things himself. He can sense when 
I'm using technicalities to retain the 
title; nobody knows the rulebook 
better than Dory. He was a genius at 
doing everything within his power 
to keep being champion, 


His head swathed in bandages to halt the flow of blood, Dory Funk 
Jr. is still able to mount an attack against Jack Brisco. Any 

other wrestler would have quit rather than risk permanent injury 
from the wounds; Dory continued to battle his hardest. This was 
the first match in which Funk and Brisco bled. The fans were 
shocked to see the rivalry between these two stars turn bloody!

“‘Men who haven't been 
champion can't anticipate moves 
like Dory can. He hasa trigger mind 
and great reflexes. He’s a cunning 
scientific wrestler who has tasted 
the glory of being champion. That 
guarantees a great match for the 
fans and the toughest kind of match 
for me. 

“It's strange, but | both hate and 
love these matches. They require 
the most work and most strategy. 
I've also come closer to losing my 
title against Dory than any other 
wrestler. | respect him as much as 
any man in wrestling. In ‘this 
business, it’s a thin line between 
respect and fear. 

“However, | need matches like 
this. When | leave the arena with 
the belt around my waist, | know |’m 
the best wrestler in the world. And 1! 
proved it against a grappler whose 
scientific skills are unquestioned. 

“At times, being champion makes 
you lose track of why you became a 
wrestler. You become So intent on 
remaining top man you take on 
challengers who only brawl and

have nothing to do with the sport 
you love. Matches you want to take 
are put off as you meet guys who are 
insults to wrestling. It gets to the 
point when you wonder if it's worth 
the effort. 

“Against Dory, every skill | enjoy 
using can be executed. When it 
works against a man like Dory, it’s 
the greatest thrill going. | can’t 
compare the thrill to anything else. 
That is the feeling | have executing a 
great move against a scientific 
opponent. And it is this thrill which 
makes wrestling worthwhile. 

As Jack talked, Dory sat in 
another dressing room. One only 
had to look in his eyes to see the 
hunger he felt for the NWA title. 
Friends have long said Dory lost 
something of himself when he lost 
the NWA belt. For years, he has 
been trying to regain it. In a few 
minutes, he would make another 
attempt. 

“Champions are different from 
other people,” Dory murmured 
before the match, “and you don’t 
lose the difference when you lose 
the championship. You are marked 
for life. There are times when! wish 
| had never won it. 

“A lot of people have accused me 
of being obsessed with winning 
back the title. They don’t under- 
stand; they’ve never been 
champions. If | retire undefeated, 
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that’s different; it's being a loser 
that eats you up. The Bible says, ‘I 
must go into my father’s house 
justified.’ That’s the way | want to 
end my career—justified.”” 

When it comes to talking about 
the present NWA champion, Dory is 


uncomfortable. His dislike for Brisco 
asa person doesn’t mean he under- 
estimates either Jack's ability or the 
title itself.

Valentine declared, “nor did anyone 
say anything to me. | don’t care 
what they said | said. | deserve tobe 
champion. That's the only thing 
that’s important. 

“The N.W.A., because it’s made 
up of cowards, has stolen my title. 
They'd rather have a lackey 
champion like Race than a rea/ one 
like me. If those guys had any back- 
bone at all, they'd be ashamed of 
themselves.” 

Harley Race has been called 
many things in his career, but 
lackey is something new. And the 
proud, ruthless grappler finds the 
insult particularly galling. He’s 
ready to take on Valentine anytime 
and anywhere in any kind of match 
for the Missouri State Champion- 
ship. 


“To hear Valentine tell it,” Race 
contends, “he had an easy time 
beating the hell out of me. That's a 
lie and he knows it! That match 
lasted for more than 25 minutes and 
for a good portion of that time 
Valentine was in real trouble. He 
doesn't say it took him three days to 
recover from the bruising | gave 
him—but it did! 

“Hell, every rookie in the world 
knows youcan’thave a death match 
for a title. That rule is one of the 
oldest in the sport. If Valentine says 
he didn't know it, then he’s lying. 
And | know—and so does everyone 
else—I'm no lackey! I’ve never been 
under the thumb of any man. I’ve 
called the shots throughout my life. 
To say the N.W.A. wants me to be

managed is the biggest lie I’ve ever 
heard! And I'll shut Valentine's 
lying mouth the next time | see 
him—in or out of the arena! 

“Here | am, one guy who's 
laughed at rules and rule enforcers 
all my life. Now Valentine comes 
along and says I’m some little guy 
who spends his time obeying 
orders. Ask any referee in the 
N.W.A, if | just sit back and obey 
rules! They'll tell you about Harley 
Race!” 

Asking the referees isn't 
necessary. Everyone in wrestling 
knows Race’s reputation for 
unbridled savagery. To accuse him 
of kowtowing to any organization 
seems absurd. Yet such an 
accusation is being made 
repeatedly by Valentine. Predict- 
ably, not many people are taking 
Valentine’s accusations seriously. 

“It's just the ravings,” declares 
Donna Sachs, a respected 
journalist, “of a man who didn't get 
a title. You don’t have to know Race 
for more than five minutes to see 
he’s beyond any commission's 
control. And everyone in the world 
knows a title can’t be at stake during 
a death match. 

“If there is any method behind 
Valentine's ridiculous posturing, 
it's that he wants to assure there'll 
be fan support for him to get another 
title shot.

arena. They know | go for broke and 
they are scared. Violence is a major 
portion of this sport; it is just a bigger 
part for me than for most. And my 
opponents know this. 

“The risks I face aren’t all that big— 
for me. I’m so talented I can go on 
years after others would be reduced to 
vegetables. Even if I could wrestle half 
as well as | do now, I would still be the 
best around. 

“T've just decided to go further than 
any of my opponents. This is why I’m 
the best. Can’t be best without taking 
risks. It’s a decision I made when first 
started wrestling and nothing has 
come along to change my mind.” 

While his opponents acknowledge 
his risks, they are less than flattering in 
talking about them. 

“Lawler has to take wild risks,” Bob 
Armstrong contends, “because he isn’t 


good enough to wrestle intelligently. 
He substitutes violence for skill. If he 
can’t master the maneuvers for a pin, 
he substitutes talent with cutting the 
guy too badly for him to continue. He 
needs to be rough and dirty; he would 
bea failure as a scientific wrestler.” 

Some of Jerry’s friends who think he 
is a great wrestler, fear he secretly 
agrees with Armstrong. They think 
Jerry is afraid he has to go beyond 
safety to succeed. Lawler may have no.

never said a word and wrestled scien- 
tifically.
